The 
comm it loo’s report en¬ 
dorsed the service’s plans 
for an intensified residue 
education program to ex¬ 
pand on-farm residue pre¬ 
vention efforts and coopera¬ 
tive programs with the meat 
and livestock industry. The 
commilteo said it will 
monitor closely the evolu¬ 
tion of this program. 

In its report on fiscal 1982 
appropriations for the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, the committee again 
directed the FDA to hold in 
abeyance any proposal to 
restrict the sub therapeutic 
use of antibiotics in animal 
feed pending further re¬ 
search. The committee in 
past years has directed the 
FDA to research 
whether the widespread use 
of antibiotics in animals had 
reduced the efficacy of 
those drugs in treating hu¬ 
man diseases.

This means that in¬ 
stead of a 4-5% in¬ 
crease in feedur cnttle 
supplies thin fall from a 
year ago, only a 1.5% 
increase cun he expect¬ 
ed. 

As it turns out, the luck id 
cattle available for feedlol 
placement is weakened by 
cattle feeders' lack of desire 
for placement. The waning 
demand will probably limit 
feeder cattle price improve¬ 
ment. Despite the tighter 
supply of feeder cuttle, 
especially yearlings, the 
loss of equity experienced 
by many lots during the lost 
year has soured demand. A 
year ago, projections of $80 
cwt. fed prices abounded 
and feeder cattle demand 
was excellent. Now, the 
conservative outlook for fed 
prices lias reduced feeder 
demand. 

' llfie report ufoo re¬ 
vealed the calf crop for 
Ihe first half of 1981 
wus up only 1%, also 
below expectations. 
Severe heal and 
drought conditions hist 
summer uppuronlly re¬ 
duced the calving rnto, 
decreasing the calf 
crop. 

Feeder prices huve de¬ 
clined steadily during the 
last four to five weeks. 
Average price of steer 
cnlves at eight major term- 
bials dropped $4.04 per cwt. 
during the last month. A 
medium framo, No. 1 feeder 
ateur weighing 500-6G0 lb.

USDA's recent cattle 
inventory indicates tho 
rebuilding phase of the 
cattle cycle has slowed as 
expected because of the 
depressed economy, ac¬ 
cording to analysts contact¬ 
ed by CNS. 

The report, which showed 
all cattle and calves up 2% 
compared with a year ago at 
125 million head, was 
slightly below analysts’ 
expectations at 125.8 to 
127.4 million head. The calf 
crop, up only 1% from a 
year ago at 46.61 million 
head, was below analysts 
expectations of 46.3 to 47.3 
million hoad. 

There are substantially 
fewer feeder cattle available 
for placement on feed the 
remainder of 1981 than 
previously thought by the 
industry, said Tommy 
Beall, director of market 


analysis for Cattle-Fax. 

The extreme hot, dry 
weather of 1980, which 
lowered conception rates, 
definitely had on impact on 
the size of the 1981 calf 
crop, he said. 

Under the "expansion 
philosophy," said Ed Uva- 
cek, Texas A&M Agricul¬ 
tural economist, the drop in 
the calving rate evident in 
the calf-crop figure was 
surprising. The calving rate 
in 1980 was 96% compared 
with 91% for 1981, he said. 

The heavy cow slaughter 
during the second half of 
1980 indicated there were 
heat-related problems in 
the cow herd, Beall said. 

The "steers 600 lb. and 
over" category was down 
2% compared with a year 
ago, which was at the low 
end of analysts’ expecta¬ 
tions and was 1 ‘surprising,‘ 1 


the analysts said. 

After calculating the 
percentage of the steers 
woighing 500 lb. or more 
already on feed, Greg 
Schimknt, Victorio Co. 
analyst, said there are fewer 
yearling feeder cattle out¬ 
side feedlots than a year 
ago. 

Fooder cattle supplios tho 
best of this year will be up 
only 1.6% from last year 
based on the repurt, said 
Bob Prince, analyst with tho 
Western Livestock Market¬ 
ing Information Project. 
Before the report, Brice had 
expected feeder cattle sup¬ 
plied this fall up 4 to 6% 
form last yenr. Supplies of i 
cnlves will now be up 2.5%, 
he said. 

There will be less 
pressure on feeder cattle 
prices this fall because of

Tho beef industry Steer¬ 
ing Committee has begun 
an effort to achieve greater 
coordination and effective¬ 
ness in addressing all major 
problems and opportunities 
which affect industry profit¬ 
ability. 

The commltttee,' which 
held its first meeting this - 
week in Kansas City, was 
established !by representa¬ 
tives of 68 state and national 
organizations who attended 
the National Beef Forum 
last spring. 

The Steering Committee 
was appointed by, and is 
headed by J.W.; “Bill" 
Swan, president of the 
National Cattlemen's: 
AsOn.. and Jijn Mullins, 
chairman of the Beef 
industry Council .of/ the 


Board. The committee 
includes two cattlemen from 
each of seven geographical 
regions, plus representa¬ 
tives of eight related 
national organizations.

of attaining maximum effec¬ 
tiveness and eliminating 
any' unnecessary duplica¬ 
tion.

At tho first meeting,the 
co-chairmen polpted out, 
the committee began consi¬ 
deration of and action on the 
listed objectives. The over¬ 
all goal, they said, is 
"increased .unity and co¬ 
ordination, in order to help 
overcome problems result¬ 
ing from the segmentation 
of the beef industry, as 
compared with competing 
industries." 

It was noted that current 
industry investments na- 
tiqnkjfy^ including.NCA, 
dheckrolj funds for the BI&, 


the U.S. Meat Export 
Federation and meat packer 
activities in the beef 
area—total an estimated $8 
million .annually. The 
planned B1C advertising 
program will bring the 1982 
total to about 916 million, or 
twice the current total.

Feeders seeking 
federal ruling on 
electronic trading 

Depending on the out¬ 
come of Federal District 
Court hearings in Dallas 
this fall, retailers and meat 
processors may be forced to 
use an electronic trading . 
system for their meat 
purchases. 

The Moat Price Investi¬ 
gators Assn, is hoping to tie 
the electronic marketing 
stipulation to the court's 
ruling or include it as part of 
possible settlement negoti¬ 
ations. 

The association alleges 
that supermarkets and 
packers violated antitrust 
laws by buying cattle on a 
formula traded basis, usual¬ 
ly using the price reporting 
service known as the Yellow 
Sheet. 

A federal appeals court 
ruled earlier that cattlemen 
who could prove In detail 
that their cattle had been 
purchased by supermarkets 
on a formula-traded basis 
might be entitled to claim 
monetary damages against 
the supermarkets. 

Iowa cattle raiser Glen 
Freio said the only cattle¬ 
men involved in the lawsuit9 
who would be eligible to 
make such claims against 
retailers probably would be 
fat-cattle feeders. 

“As Far as we're con¬ 
cerned, we don't expect to 
have a problemsaid 
Freio. “We only have to 
prove that packers use the 
Yellow Sheet in buying our 
cattle...We have a hundred 
buyers lined up who will 
testify to that." 

Freie said that aa yet, 
cattlemen have not Bled 
papers with the court out¬ 
lining their .demand that 
packers and retailers use 
electronic meat trading.

Know your costs ... 

Sharp pencil key to profit 
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University of Idaho eco¬ 
nomist C. Wilson Gray 
believes that profits may 
still be found in the cattle 
business—but he expects 
most of the hard-to-find 
profits will be captured by 
cattlemen who have ex- 
temely sharp pencils. 

“In order for a cattleman 
to take advantage of a 
profitable situation, he 
needs to be aware of his 
costs, 11 Gray emphasized. 

He Baid cost-conscious 
cattle producers will be 
contemplating two courses 
of action this fall—the 
marketing of their calves at 
the usual time versus the 
possibility of holding the 
calves over the winter. 

“There was a sharp 
increase in the calf crop in 
1680, These animals will be 
ready to go into feedlots this 
fall, but feedlot operators 
may be reluctant to place 
many of these yearlings 
unless retail demand for 
beef improves. That could 
result in additional down? 
ward pressure on feeder 
and calf prices. 

. “If a rancher la consider¬ 
ing wintering calves, he will 
need to know his cost-of- 
goUi. (ind other expenses.. 
Then he can decide whether 
the market will likely give 
him a profit by next 
March,’'Gray explained. 


chases of type “B” and 
“C" medicated feed pro¬ 
ducts should be exempt 
from medicated feed appli¬ 
cation regulations. NCA 
snid some livestock feeders, 
in order to avoid the 
regulatory red tape created 
by the proposed plan would 
feel compelled to use more 
diluted medicated feed 
products. 

The use of these more

drugs and drugs used in 
high-risk concentrations in 
animal feeds. FDA would 
regulate less stringently the 
use of drugs posing 
relatively low risks and 
those used in relatively low 
concentrations. 

According to FDA, the 
revision would reduce the 
feed mnnufncturing indus¬ 
try's long-term cost9 of 
complying with FDA regu¬ 
lations and would reduce 
FDA's long-term cost of 
administering the medi¬ 
cated feeds program. 

FDA snid implementing 
the proposal would cost the 
feed manufacturing indus¬ 
try S3 million annually 
during a three-year transi¬ 
tional period but would save 
the industry roughly 
$600,000 during each sub¬ 
sequent year.

price if he decides to winter 
his calves," the University 
of Idaho extension econo¬ 
mist explained. 

With feed prices and 
other costs remaining high, 
feedlot operators may pre¬ 
fer “to purchase heavy 
calves and finish them out 
rather than to put all of the 
gain on in the lot," he said. 

“If demand for beef was 
strong and feed costs 
became relatively cheaper, 
then feedlot operators 
would find it cheaper to put 
on gain in the lot rather than 
to buy it. During such a 
period, cow-calf operators 
could capture part of the 
profits by wintering calves 
and marketing feeders," 
Gray said. 

Expensive feed and high 
interest rates are major 
problems ,of the cattle 
industry. Competition from 
pork and poultry producers 
Is an additional difficulty. 
Gray pointed out. 

“Beef is at a disadvan¬ 
tage when consumers can 
purchase pork roast for the 
same price as hamburger, “ 
he said. 

Economic uncertainties 
are causing cattle producers 
to avoid rapid expansion of; 
their herds. at this time, 
Gray reported.. 

“In the ;jong term, a 


Wayne Cryts, the former 
from Puxico, Mo., who led n 
raid on n bankrupt grain 
elevator last February, is 
having trouble selling the 
soybeans he retrieved.

Cryts and othor farmers 
defied a federal bankruptcy 
judge last February in 
taking 31,000 bushels of 
soybeans from the Ristine 
Elevator in New Madrid, 
The judge had ordered the 
elevator padlocked until 
ownership of the soybeans 
was decided. 

The farmers, however, 
tore Into the elevator after 
federal marshals stepped 
aside. Cryts stored the 
soybeans at an elevator in 


Bernie after the operator of 
the facility was told he 
would nnt be prosecuted. 

The James Brothers Co. 
of Corning, Ark., owner of 
the Ristiuo Elevator, de¬ 
clared bankruptcy last year. 
The Arkansas court has 
approved the sole of the 
groin to Beerhouse Inc. of 
Hamburg, Ark., and or¬ 
dered proceeds from the 
sule account held until the 
ownership question is re¬ 
solved. 

However, Bearhouae 
trucks have been turned 
away at Kistine by farmers 
who contend their ware¬ 
house receipts prove owner¬ 
ship of the soybeans.

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The second annual Young 
Cattlemen's Traveling 
Leadership Conference, 
sponsored by the National 
Cattlemen’ 5 Assn. (NCA) 
and its affiliated stato ami 
national brood organiza¬ 
tions, was completed re¬ 
cently- 

The 23 young cattlemen, 
selected by their sponsoring 
stale cuttle or breed 
organizations, traveled 
across the nation, from 
Denver to Washington, 
D.C. They were exposed to 
various aspects of the 
livestock industry. 

Members of the group, all 
under age 40, began their 
tour in Denver, where they 
received on overview of the 
role of their national 
association (NCA) from 
NCA President Bill Swan, 
NCA Executive Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dub Berry, and other 
NCA staff members. Swan 
told the group that more 
cattlemen must become 
interested in wliut happens 


to beof after it gets into 
processing and distribution 
channels. 

Following that challenge, 
the group visited the 
headquarters and Dakota 
City, Neb., processing 
facility of Iowa Beef 
Processors, Inc., near Sioux 
City, Iowa. 

IBP President Robert L. 
Peterson, who told of 
change and progress in the 
meat business, challenged 
the young cattlemen to cut 
production costs on beef 
and give consumers what 
they wunt. 

The group moved on to 
Chicago where they were 
hosted by officials of A.O. 
Smith HHrvestore Products, 
Inc., a national associate 
member of NCA. Jim 
Lowinen, manager of mar¬ 
keting research, explained 
the Havvostore system 
concept and projected fu¬ 
ture growth trends in 
family-size automated feed¬ 
ing systems in the Midwest 


and High Plains. Ho 
suggested that, with high 
trnnsporatinn costs and 
water availability problems, 
feeding advantages will 
loun to the Midwest, where 
roughages and high-mois- 
turc corn will be in good 
supply. 

For a look at the 
marketing side of the cattle 
industry, the group visited 
the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange. Ron Frost, CME 
vice president for agricul¬ 
tural marketing, suggested 
that a selective hedging 
program on the live cattle 
futures contract was one of 
the best ways to transfer 
risk in the marketing of 
cattle. The CME staff then 
conducted a hedgers' work¬ 
shop, and the group viewed 
trading on the floor. 

The young cattlemen 
then flew to Indianapolis, 
where they visited the 
headquarters of EU Lilly & 
Co., parent company of 
Elanco Products Co., an 


Cattle dipping for scabies 
may soon become obsolete 
because of a new drug being 
lasted by Dr. Donald 
Ferguson, parasitologist 
and professor of veterinary 
science at the NU Institute 
of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources. 

Ivermectin kills many 
internal and external para¬ 
sites of livestock with one 
injection, according to Fer¬ 
guson. Although it has not 
yet been approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, it’s expected to bo 
released for cattle use 
within a year. 

The potential of Ivermec¬ 
tin is unlimited, said 
Ferguson, and it can save 
livestock producers both 
time and money. U ia 
economical louse because it 
replaces several different 


drugs, therefore eliminat¬ 
ing the cost of numerous 
treatments. 

Ivermectin can become a 
major defense to cattle 
mange problems in Nebras¬ 
ka hecause it is both a 
grubicide and an insecti¬ 
cide. Last year inango cost 
the state's livestock produc¬ 
ers approximately $14 mil¬ 
lion, Ferguson said. 

The product of Merck end 
Co., Inc. of Rahway, N.J. 
also may eliminate prob¬ 
lems in large swine opera¬ 
tions. With Ivermectin, 
producers with SPF herds 
will not have to repopulate if 
a problem develops, accord¬ 
ing to Ferguson. 

Weather causes no re¬ 
strictions on Ivermoctin 
use, whereas organic phos¬ 
phate-based grub treat¬ 
ments become toxic to cattle

The cattle¬ 
men traveled to Lilly's 
Greenfield research farm, 
where they toured the 
toxicology labs and animal 
nutrition research areas. 

The final two days of the 
week-long tour were spent 
in the nation's capital. 
Following a special tour 
through the Cnpitol, the 
cattlemen attended a con¬ 
gressional briefing, where 
thoy heard from top 
congressional leaders, in¬ 
cluding Senator Helms, 
chairman of tho Senate 
Agriculture Committee; 
Congressman do In Garzn, 
chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee; 
Congressman Wampler, 
ranking minority member of 


tho House Agriculture 
Committee; Senator Lugar, 
Indiana; and Congressman 
Archer, Texas. 

The young cattlemen 
were then given an oppor¬ 
tunity to visit with their 
home state congressmen 
and senators. 

The final day of the tour 
was highlighted by brief¬ 
ings at tho White House and 
the U.S. Department of In¬ 
terior and Agriculture.

At USDA the young 
cattlemen mot with several 
officials, including Frank 
Naylor, under secretary for 
smntl community and rural 
development; Bill 
McMillan, assistant secre¬ 
tary for marketing and 
inspection services; and 
William Lesher, assistant 
secretary of economics. 
They were told of efforts to 
cut the "fat” out of the 
USDA budget and of plans 
to get local financial 
institutions to work more 
closely with younger farm¬ 
ers and ranchers who are 
establishing their opera¬ 
tions. 
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in cold temperatures. Iver¬ 
mectin can bo used all year 
round, but treatment must 
be initiated when tho 
iusects are in the proper 
stage, Ferguson reminded. 

Another advantage of the 
product is the small 
quantities required for its 
effectiveness. And because 
Ivermectin is used in 
milligram amounts, there is 
little problem with toxicity, 
said the parasitologist. 

Ivermectin research at 
the University of Nebraskn- 
Lincoln is tho first done by 
Ferguson on n product not 
previously released any¬ 
where in tho world. "Dur¬ 
ing the last couple of 
months it’s become avail¬ 
able in Franco and New 
Zealand and is doing very 
well," suid Ferguson. 

Although the product is 
initially heing released for 


use in cattle and horses, it 
will become available for 
sheep and small animal use. 
Research indicates it is very 
effective against heart- 
worms in dogs, “nn 
extremely difficult parasite 
to work with." 

Ferguson expects no 
problem with the FDA 
approval of the product, but 
says there's always a 
possibility something may 
go wrong. But Ivermectin is 
now on the FDA’s “fast 
track," so it's likely the 
drug will be released in the 
United States soon, he 
concluded.

Ports receive export authorization 


USDA officials have 
approved new Hvostock 
export facilities at Portland, 
Ore., and have authorized 
existing facilities at New 
York'B John F. Kennedy 
Airport to handle all types of 
livestock, in addition to 
horseH. 

Harold A. Waters, a staff 
veterinarian with USDA'a 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, said the 
new animal handling facili¬ 
ties at Portland replace 
older installations at the 
fairgrounds and the stock¬ 
yards, which did ndt meet 
USDA requirements. 

Tlio facility nt John F. 
Kennedy Airport has han¬ 
dled horses for many years; 
however. Waters said its 
equipment is now consid¬ 
ered suitable for all types of 
livestock. 


Both air and ocean ship¬ 
ments are served through 
the New York and Portland 
facilities. 

Federal regulations re¬ 
quire animal export facili¬ 
ties to provide adequate 
feed, water and shelter; 
lighted examination areas 
with suitable restraining 
equipment; separation of 
exported livestock from 
other shipments; and safe, 
sanitary pens, gates, walk- 
wnys and loading ramps, 
Waters said. 

In addition to New York 
and Portland, USDA- 
approved facilities for both 
ocean and nir shipments are 
available at Richmond, Va.; 
Miami and Tampa, Fla.; 
Houston and Brownsville, 
Texas; San Francisco, 
Calif.; and Seattle, Wash, 

Export facilities for air 


shipments only are avail¬ 
able at Los Angelos, Calif.; 
Newburgh, N.Y.; Harris¬ 
burg, Pa.; Chicago, 111.; 
New Iberia, La.; Stockton, 
Calif.; and Moses Lake, 
Wash. 

Export facilities for land 
shipments to Central Amer¬ 
ica via Mexico are available 
at Brownsville, Del Rio, 
Eagle Pass, El Paso and 
Laredo, Texas. 

Facilities serving the air¬ 
ports for San Juan, P.R. and 
Cincinnati, Ohio (located in 
Boone County, Ky.) are 
approved to handle horse 
exports only.

Economist blames poor breeding 
on nation’s hog marketing system 


The pork marketing sys¬ 
tem in the United States has 
encouraged the production 
of mediocre hogs. Dr, 
Wayne Purcell of Virginia 
Tech claims there is a 
serious problem with the 
type of hog being produced, 
due to a lack o~ effective 
communication in the pro¬ 
duction/marketing system. 

"There is little excuse for 
the continued production of 
a fat, sloppy hog that the 
modem consumer won’t 


buy," say3 Purcell. The 
economist believes that the 
prevailing pricing system 
provides no reason to 
produce top quality hogs. 
"The incentives are to 
produce an ‘average’ hog, 
improve feed conversion 
and increase litter size, then 
sell for an ’average’ price," 
he claims. 

Purcell’s views were 
presented in a paper 
prepared for the Pork Value 
Conference sponsored by

Shares of total non-real 
estate debt held by the 
government have grown to 
about 24% in 1981 from 
about 6% in 1974, Barry 
said. Commercial banking’s 
share in the 9ame period has 
declined to about 33% from 
o high of 62.2% in 1974, he 
said. However he noted, the 
government is attempting 
to reduce the volume and 
degree of subsidy in the 
Fanners Home Administra¬ 
tion loon program, he said. 

Basically Barry said, the 
1980 Depository Institutions 
deregulation and monetary 
control act should enable 
smaller, rural banks to 
better compete for savings 
that previously were chan¬ 
neled away from local 
markets. 

The act provides for 
interest bearing checking 
accounts, temporary pre- 
exemption of state usury 
laws on some loans, and a 
phase out by 1986 of interest 
rate ceilings on deposits, 
among other things, he 
said. 

Also, the act changes 


reserve requirements in n 
way that .should release 
mldilimuil funds fur rural 
lending, Barry said. The 
bunkers said those addition¬ 
al funds me needed to 
finance increased agricul¬ 
tural borrowing. 

Farm debt has grown 
14.4% nnnually since 1976, 
Barry said, and sharp 
interest rate increases hove 
made interest payments the 
fastest growing part of 
fanners' production costs. 
Most current short-term 
rates in Iowa, for example, 
range from 16.6 to 18.0% 
the banker said. 

Rural bankers are also 
being squeezod from other 
sources, thespeakers said. 

Money market mutual 
funds are 1 ‘ by far the largest 
and most successful compe¬ 
titor for deposit dollars," 
said Alan Tubbs, president 
of the First Central State 
Bank, Dewitt, Iowa. The 
fund's assets today are 
about equal to the assets of 
the 8,600 smallest banks, 
which are the agricultural 
banks, he said. 

Tubbs said the need for 
agricultural funds will in¬ 
crease three to four times in 
the next decade under 8 to 
10% inflation. During the 
deregulation poriod, banks 
will continue to bo nt a 
competitive disadvantage to 
other lenders, he said. 

To gain funds, the banks 
are experimenting with 
retail repurchase agree¬ 
ments, selling certificates of 
deposit to existing money 
market funds and investi¬ 
gating how to set up thoir 


own money market fun*

A picscrvulivc used in 
fowls .such un point n chips 
nml rookiiuj oils— tJIIA or 
Inilyl atoll hydroxyatiifmlc — 
li'jilLriilizos poisons in tansy 
ragwort tiiul other noxious 
wends, Oregon State Uni¬ 
versity (OSU) researchers 
have discovered. 

The finding could help 
solve a multi-million-dallur 
livestock poisoning prob¬ 
lem, reports OSU. 

Hflsed on the preserva¬ 
tive’s performance in tests 
with inice, OSU researchers 
have* decided to try to 
develop n feed supplement 
far livestock that could 
counteract the plants’ 
powerful toxins, called 
pyrroli/kiine alkaloids. 

"Wo really don’t know 


why yet, hut HI IA certainly 
prevents the alkaloids from 
ex pie sain g their toxicity," 
said llnnald Rubier, n 
professor in OS l I’m Knvircin- 
inontnl Health Sciences 
Canter und agricultural 
chemistry department. 

He said tests show BHA 
neutrRlir.es a combination of 
the six toxins in tansy 
ragwort, a tall, yellow- 
bloomed weed that grows 
in western Oregon nnd 
other parts of the North¬ 
west. BHA also counteracts 
a similar toxin in cmtalaria, 
plants that look somewhat 
like alfalfa and are abun¬ 
dant in the South, he adder!. 

Livestock often are in¬ 
jured, or killed, when they 
eat such toxic plants when 


grazing or whim the plants 
are iii-cidontally baled with 
hay. The poisons damage 
Lbu uimiiuts' livers, primari¬ 
ly. 

In Oregon, cuttle and 
horse lossos from tansy 
tngwnrt poisoning ulone 
hnve been estimated to be 
niorelhnii 92 million nyear. 
A low, hard-lo-spot 
plant called groundsel that 
con Inins pyrrolizidino alka¬ 
loids also is spread through 
western Oregon and often is 
baled with hay. 

OSU animal scientists 
Peter Cheeke nnd Donald 
Holtan are conducting feed- 
ing trials wiLh horses, 
giving them tansy ragwort 
nnd testing the ability of 
BHA to neutralize the 


plant's toxins. 

"Our objective is to 
develop something like a 
salt block we can put out. in 
the pasture. I think it’s quite 
promising. We've got some 
data that look very good," 
said Cheeke, and Oregon 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station scientist. 

The OSU research, pri¬ 
marily funded by the 
National Institute of Health, 
has human implications, 
loo, according to OSU 
agricultural chemists Cris¬ 
tobal Miranda, who direct¬ 
ed mice feeding studies. 

Milk from dairy cattle 
that ate tansy ragwort, and 
honey from boos that 
collected nectar from tansy 
blooms, have been found to 


After droughts, insects, 
hail, nnd olhor noturul 
disasters, not no fanners 
face nnether threat: eleva¬ 
tor mid warehouse bank¬ 


ruptcies, 

Statistics indicate the risk 
is small, reports Farmline. 
Only about 176 grain 
elevators out of an esti¬ 
mated 10,004 nationwide 
have closed or reorganized 
since 1976. However, the 
failure rate may be increas¬ 
ing. 

Responding to these 
concerns, USDA Secretary 
John Block appointed a task 
force to review current grain 
elevator laws and regula¬ 
tions to find out what more 
could he done to protect the 
agricultural community 
from elevator bankruptcies. 
The task force solicited sug¬ 
gestions from representa¬ 
tives of farm organizations, 
the warehouse industry, 


state governments, nnd the 
public. 

1 ‘The options concentrate 
on ways elevator bankrupt¬ 
cies can be prevented," 
says Merrill Marxinon, a 
member nf the task force 
and an area director with 
USDA's Agricultural Stabil¬ 
ization and Conservation 
Service. “They're not 
aimed at solving the 
problem after it happens." 

The task force ruled out 
creating a bankruptcy insur¬ 
ance program or starting a 
new federal agency to deal 
with the problem. Among 
the task force's recom¬ 
mendations: greater co¬ 
operation and consistency 
between the federal govern¬ 
ment and the states. 

"We recognize that there 
are some very good Btnte 
programs for regulating 
warehouses, but some 
stateB do not have veiy 


strong laws. That's why wo 
need to work together for 
greater uniformity," Marx- 
inan says. 

USDA is also considering 
ways it can get more 
involved under current laws 
and regulations, as well as 
what possible changes 
could be made. For ex¬ 
ample, the task force 
proposed that the net worth 
of CCC-approved elevators 
bo raised to $.20 per bushel 
of the elevator's capacity, 
and a $20,000 to $600,000 
performance bond. Since 
1963, CCC has not asked 
warehouses to carry per¬ 
formance bonds, but it does 
require other types of 
approved security if the 
warehouse owner can't 
meet the net worth require¬ 
ment. 

According to the propos¬ 
als, warehouses and eleva¬ 
tors that contract with the 


CCC could bo required to be 
licensed under the U.S. 
Warehouse Act or under 
state laws and regulations 
that are comparable with 
the Act. 

Another possible change 
is that both licensed and 
CCC-approved storage 
operations would be re¬ 
quired to submit a financial 
statement prepared by an 
independent certified pub¬ 
lic accountant. As well as 
including an operating, 
statement, it would verify 
inventory, confirm storage 
obligations and payments 
for grain, and list bank loans 
and the facility's market 
position. 

Finally, the task force 
identified a need for more 
information about elevator 
bankruptcies. Suggested: a 
national clearinghouse for 
the study of elevator 
failures. 


Speakers forsee battle for red meat’s market 


Fish has been gaining on 
red meat's share of the U.S. 
consumer meat market and 
now say protein offers 
another alternative, speak¬ 
ers told the recent Livestock 
Marketing Congress, re¬ 
ports CNS. 

Lee Weddig, National 
Fisheries Institute execu¬ 
tive vice president, said that 
since 1966 there has been a 
22% increase in per capita 
fish consumption. Sales of 
fish nnd shellfish totaled 
$ 12.6 to 13 billion lasL year. 

The largest Heller of fish 


• in the U.S. in MacDonnld's 
Woddig said, which is one 
«»f Hu* major reasons for the 
growth in the fish industry. 

Of the fish consumed in 
the U.S., 64%, worth $2.6 
billion dollars, is imported. 
Tuna hold the largest 
market share, followed by 
breaded fish, he said. The 
U.S. exported $1 billion 
worth of fish last year. 

Although the fish indus¬ 
try has been growing, a 
decline in rcsUmrtnil sales 
during the last 23 years has 
slowed growth. Weddig 
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said. Restaurants use 60% 
of the U.S. fish catch, he 
said. 

Since the U.S, Congress 
passed the 200 mile fishing 
law in 1976, which restricts 
foreign fishing off the 
U.S. coast, the U.S. catch 
has risen from 4.8 billion lb. 
to 8.5 billion lb. lost year. 

The increase in shipping 
fish to inland cities by air 
has helped the fish industry 
expand over the last few 
years, Weddig said. Con¬ 
sumer diet trends have also 
favored fish, ho said. 

Soy protein has given 
consumers another alterna¬ 
tive to traditional sources of 
protein, snid Joseph Rakos- 
ky Jr., a consultant to the 
American Soybean Assn. 


Soy protein is lower in fat 
as well as economical as a 
partial or complete meat 
substitute, Roknsky said. It 
can increase shelf life, eye 
appeal and taste, he said. 

When mixed with meal it 
reduces shrinking, keeping 
meat juicier as well as 
increasing yield, he said. 

USDA uses -a 30% soy 
protein-70 % meat mixture 
for school lunches to extend 
the meat nnd reduce costs, 
Rnkosky said. The Defense 
Department uses a 20% soy 
prolein-80% meat mixture.

mass poisonings in Asia and 
Africa when humans ato 
grain contaminated with 
crotnlaria seeds. Grain 
fields in the United States 
are sprayed to kill such 
noxious weeds. 

The OSU researchers said 


zinc and a food preservative 
called ethoxyquin also have 
proved to be effective--hut 
leas than BHA—in neutra¬ 
lizing the toxicity of pyrroli- 
zidine alkaloids. Future 
research will focus on exact¬ 
ly how BHA nnd the other 
substances react with the 
alkaloids, they said. 

Many Americans may eat 
foods containing enough 
BHA and similar preserva¬ 
tives to counteract small 
amounts of the toxic 
alkaloids, should they con¬ 
sume the alkaloids some¬ 
how, the researchers specu¬ 
lated. 

Results from some of 
the studies are being pub¬ 
lished in Toxicology and 
Applies Pharmacology.

Turkey to import 
and export wheat 

For the first time since 
1976, Turkey is planning to 
import wheat while at the 
same time maintaining an 
active export program, 
according to U.S. and 
Turkish trade and govern¬ 
ment sources contacted by 
CNS.

the tighter-then-anticipated 
supply, the analysts agreed. 
Feeder cattle prices will 
continue in the present 
range, Price sold, rather 
than moving sharply lower 
as earlier expected. 

Feeder cattle prices could 
gain $3 to 94 per cwt. this 
fall compared with present 
prices, Schimkat predicted. 

If cattle' feeders are 
making money this faU, 
Uvacek said i feeder cattle 
prices could gain $6 to $8 
per cwt. from present price 
levels. 

The lower-than-antici- 
pated supply of feeder cattle 
will lessen the pressure on 
cash cattle prices in the 
long-term, Schimkat said.

Ag program bill cut

visory costs for inspection 
and weighing lo 35% of the 
total costs for tlioae ser¬ 
vices. The House bill also 
made the user fee provi¬ 
sions for groin inspection 
and weighing only effective 
from Oct. 1, 1981. to Sept. 
30,1984. 

The House bill authorizes 
appropriations for moni¬ 
toring in foreign ports ol 
grain officially inspected 
and weighed under the act. 
An advisory committee also 
will be established, accord¬ 
ing to the act, and as 
proposed by both chambers 
of Congress. 

The Reconciliation Bill 


also implements fees for 
cotton clashing nnd related 
services, us passed by both 
conunilttucs during mark¬ 
up of that bill. However, the 
conference adapted a House 
version that allows user 
fees to be deposited in an 
interest-bearing account 
with a financial institution. 
The user fees for cotton will 
become effective Ocl. 1, as 
provided by the House. 

User fees for warehouse 
•examination, inspection 
and licensing also may be 
deposited in interest- 
bearing accounts, the con¬ 
ference decided, and also 
will become effective Ocl. 1. 


Beef industry appoints

The heifers held for beef 
cpw replacement figure at 
7% above a year ago was 
above analysts' expecta¬ 
tions.

However, considering 
cow slaughter was 18% 
above a year earlier during 
the second half of 1980 and 
was 9% above a year earlier 
during the first half of 1981, 
the figure is not so 
surprising because produc¬ 
ers were replenishing 
herds, he said.
